WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP).— 
Members of the Federal Monopoly 
Committee disclosed today that 
they have been considering infor- 
mally several possible methods for 
Government regulation of life in- 
surance companies. 

They have not agreed on any 
recommendations, but they contend 
committee hearings during the last 
year have shown that some form 
of regulation should supplement ex- 
isting state laws, . 

The Federal Government now has 
no jurisdiction over life insurance 
companies, which operate in every 
state and control assets totaling 
27 billion dollars. This is more 
than the total amount of deposits 
in the nation’s commercial and sa v- 
ings banks, according to committee 
records. 

Members who favor some form of 
Federal regulation said they would 
not advocate supplanting state 
jurisdiction but rather would sug- 
gest Federal authority over matters 
which are beyond the jurisdiction 
of any one state. 


Three Suggestions. 
Among the suggestions which 
they said have been ma rig 
eration are:

REOPENING OF 
YANGTZE QUALIFIED 


Establishment of New Gov- 
ernment in China Will 


Precede Step, Tokyo An- 
nounces. 


TOKYO, Dec. 27 (AP).—Premier 
Gen. Nobuyuke Abe received today 
a resolution signed by 250 of the 
463 members of the Japanese House 
of Representatives asking that the 
Cabinet “give serious consideration 
to whether it should remain in 
power.” 

The resolution, adopted Tuesday 
at a conference among legislators 
of all parties, was sponsored by the 
younger element and does not rep- 
resent parliamentary action. It is 
not recognized by official heads of 
the parties. 

The resolution expressed the wish 
for Cabinet consideration of retire- 
ment “in view of the heavy respon- 
sibility attendant to assisting the 
throne conduct affairs of state.” 

Circles close to the Government 
predicted on Dec. 20 that the Cabi- 
net might fall if the United States 
did not react favorably to the Jap- 
anese proposal for reopening the 
Yangtze River to foreign trade as 
far up as Nanking. 

Japan qualified the proposed re- 
opening with the statement today 
by Foreign Office spokesman Yaki- 
chiro Suma that establishment of 
a new government in China was 
expected to precede such a step. 

Japan closed the Yangtze to for- 
eign trade in August, 1937. Reopen- 
ing as far as Nanking was proposed 
recently as Japan courted United 
States friendship in view of the ex- 
piration Jan. 26 of the Japanese- 
American trade treaty. 

“After the establishment of a new 
regime, matters in connection with 
the river concerning Chinese offi- 
cials, such as piloting, should be 
discussed with the new Govern- 

ment, but Japanese authorities will 
determine major policy.“ Suma 
said. “Japan is now formulating 
measures for the reopening, to 
which Chinese military authorities 
already have agreed.” 

Suma said a Washington an- 
nouncement that ad valorem duties 
would not apply to Japan after the 
expiration of the treaty meant that 
trade could continue as usual. 

“However, this would be on a 
day-to-day basis, which both na- 
tions are anxious to avoid,” he 
said. 

United States Customs Commis-

Swedish Volunteers Reach Finland, 


Commanded by Veteran General 


71-Year-Old Ernst Linder Heads Distinctive- 
ly-Uniformed Corps — Money, Clothing, 
Medical Aid Also Sent. 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 27 (AP).— 
Fighting volunteers, medical aid 
which will be welcome to refugees, 
great quantities of clothing and fi- 
nancial credits are among the aids 
extended to Finland by Sweden. 


The most significant help to the 
small Northern neighborhood to 
fight off Soviet Russia—the volun- 
teers—is not mentioned often. The 
Government maintains a policy of 
official neutrality. 

But it is known that hundreds of 
volunteers, distinctively uniformed, 
already have left Sweden and are 
on Finnish soil, where they are ex- 
pected to be in action soon, espe- 
cially on the Northern and Central 
fronts. 

Gen. Ernst Linder, 71-year-old vet 
eran with both the Swedish and 
Finnish armies, has been named 
commander of the volunteers. 

“Every assistance possible for 
Finland within the official policy of 
neutrality,” appears to be the 
thought motivating the citizens and 
the Government, 

Swedes estimated tonight that 
outright cash contributions to their 
small Northern neighbor to date to- 
taled 8,000,000 crowns (about $2,000,- 
000). These sums have been raised 
by organized collections. 

The largest single cash contribu- 
tion was by the Confederation of 
Labor, an association of labor 
unions, which gave 500,000 crowns. 

One Stockholm newspaper is con- 
ducting a rousing campaign to get 
its readers to contribute one day’s 


jtributing the proceeds to the Fin- 


pay to the Finnish war chest. An- 
other already has sent many car- 
loads of clothing donated by its 
readers. 

Swedish painters are offering 
their pictures for sale and con- 


nish war treasury. Numerous au- 
thors have contributed their roy- 
alties. 

The sale of medals for the Fin- 
nish war also has become a vogue. 
Numerous Russian decorations are 
among those offered. 

The Swedish Red Cross has sent 
an ambulance unit with 50 doctors 
and nurses. 

Organizations hastily formed in 
Stockholm have taken up the work 
of caring for persons who have fled 
from Finland, especially Finnish 
children whose parents have per- 
ished or who remain in Finland. 

Business men, apparently with 
an encouraging nod from the Gov- 
ernment, are extending extraordi- 
nary credits to the Finns to enable 
them to make pyrchases abroad. 

Finland cannot pay immediately 
for all materials needed, but vital 
goods are sent in many cases with- 
out arrangements for payment. 
Sweden has an excess of sugar and 
grain, and the surplus is being di- 
verted to the Finns in preference 
to other usual outlets. 

Sweden yesterday called more 
men for winter field training, and 
the Finnish correspondent of the 
newspaper Politikens said Many 
Finns were counting on Sweden 
joining the war against Russia 


within three months.

Even .before the expansion pro- 
gram comes up, the House Naval 
Appropriations Subcommittee will 
be working behind closed doors on 
the navy’s budget estimates for the 
next fiscal year. The group al- 
ready has asked the navy to fur- 
nish data on the cost of building 
65,000-ton battleships. 

Although Roosevelt was reported 
authoritatively to have slashed 
about $700,000,000 from the esti- 
mates of both the army and navy, 
there were indications that the 
total would be at least $300,000,000 
and possibly $500,000,000 above the 
current year’s peacetime record of 
about $1,800,000,000. Nevertheless, 
Democrats and Republicans ‘have 
shown little disposition to quibble 
over money spent for defense.

HONGKONG, Dec. 27 (AP).— 
South China appeared to be the 
most active war sector today, with 
Chinese sources denying Japanese 
reports 13,000 Chinese had been 
killed in Kwangtung and Kwangsi 
provinces, but conceding most Jap- 
anese claims of territorial gains. 

The Japanese asserted last night 
they had killed 7000 Chinese in 
capturing Wuming, 30 miles north 
of Nanning in Kwangsi Province, 
and 6000 more in driving 55 miles 
north and 50 miles northeast of 
Canton. 

The Japanese said they brought 
down three Chinese planes and lost 
one of their own in bombarding 
Kweilin in Kwangsi Province and 
a Chinese air base at Liuchow, 80 
miles southward. ; 

The drive northward from Can- 
ton, coastal. metropolis of South 
China, was described as intended to 
engage the reorganized Chinese 
armies of East Kwangtung Pro- 
vince. 

Chinese sources asserted today 


that Chinese fighting planes made 


in Russia had shot down three and 
damaged 10 of 99 Japanese war- 
planes raiding Lanchow, capital of 
Kansu Province, in Northwest 
China.

The State 
Health Department, he explained, 
returns to the counties the full 
amount it has borrowed for match- 
ing purposes, plus that share of 
Federal aid which the department 
finds justified on the basis of need. 

On that basis, he’ said, the more 
prosperous counties might obtain 
a little less than the amount which 
they had matched, while poorer 
counties would receive a greater 
proportionate share because of 
greater need. Without that method, 
he said, rural health would be neg- 
lected. : 

For the fiscal year begun last 
July 1, said Dorsey, St. Louis Coun- 
ty raised ,000 matching funds 
which were returned to the county 
plus Federal aid totaling $24,650. 
He cited that St. Louis contributed 
$106,000 matching funds, but ob- 
tained only $46,700 through State 
allocation of Federal aid. 

Dorsey was unable to enlighten 
the county officials on administra- 
tive matters of concern to them 
in planning health projects such 
as pneumonia control. They asked 
him to communicate their, inquiry 
on those concerns to administra- 
tive officers at Jefferson City, and 
told him they would convey his 
picture of the general setup to the 
County Court.

PAID BY CONSUMERS 


Morgenthau Cites: Figures to 
Support Objection to 
Processing Levy. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau estimates that 63.1 per cent of 
all American taxes in 1938 were 
paid by consumers. 

The Treasury secretary cited the 
figures in support of a statement 
he made last week objecting to pro- 
posed processing taxes to pay farm 
benefits. 

Among the consumer taxes he 
listed tobacco, gasoline, liquor, real 
estate, import and other levies. 

Of the $14,811,000,000 in taxes col- 
lected by Federal, State and local 
governments in 1938, Morgenthau 
said 32 per cent came from prop- 
erty, 2.4 per cent from customs 
duties, 10 from gasoline and other 
motor vehicle taxes, 9.9 from liquor 
and tobacco taxes and 8.8 per cent 
from sales taxes and other excises. 

Not listed by Morgenthau as con- 
sumer taxes were 10.6 per cent from 
individual income taxes, 3.8 from

In his laboratories were perfected 
a cooler system for preparing arti- 
ficial gas, new distillation methods 
for petroleum, and other devices, 

Unrelenting Energy. 

Those who knew Teherty said he 
literally burned himself out by the 
unrelénting energy with which he 
pushed his varied projects. 

From 1927 onward he fought ill 
health as well as the business 
enemie: who rose in his wake as he 
plowed ahead toward his objec- 
tives. For almost six years he had 


to the Kansas Governor, Postmas- 
ter-General and Secretary of Com- 
merce and purchased an interest in 
the Kansas City Journal-Post. 

He won ‘wide acclaim, too, by his 
management of the Roosevelt 
birthday balls for the benefit of 
the Warm Springs Foundation for 
crippled children in Georgia and 
after the 1934 series a check for 
$1,000,000 went to the foundation. 

Doherty’s devotion to business 
kept him a bachelor until he was 
well. past his fifty-eighth birthday. 
Then his marriage was secret, so 
far as the public was concerned. 
for several months. 

The ceremony took place Dec. 11, 
1928, at Toronto, Canada. Mrs. Do- 
herty, the widow of Percy Frank 
Eames, a former official of the In- 
ternational Harvester Co., had su- 
pervised the nursing of Doherty 


through a two-year attack of illness, 


She was 40 years old and the moth- 
er of Helen Lee Eames, who took 
her stepfather’s name. 


Doherty was the son of Scotch- 


Irish parents. His education? so far 


as schools go, was meager, for he 
quit the classroom when he was 
10 years old.

Ice is crystalline, explains Dr 
Luyet, but this solid water is vitre- 
ous. It might be called “glassy wa 
ter,” for its non-crystalline state is 
like that of glass. To Dr. Luyet, 
the glassy water is only an incidenr 
in the experiments whereby he has 
preserved living tissue, recently in- 
cluding seeds and shrimp eggs, in 
the “glassy” state and found that 
life went on when normal tempera- 
ture was restored. 

He has accomplished that by 
cooling his material so rapidly with 
liquid air that it skips the icy state, 
with crystalline structure that de- 
stroys delicate cells, and goes to 
the glassy, in wiuch he finds that 
life in some forms can be pre- 
served. Today he showed his fel- 


of producing the glassy water. 
How Gun Is Employed. 

Dr. Luyet uses an ingenious ar- 
rangement of two stéel plungers, a 
child's toy pistol and a medicine 
dropper to make the glassy, or vitri- 
fied water. The steel plungers are 
dipped in liquid air which has a 
temperature of 301 degrees below 
zero. One is held fast while the 
other is inserted in the toy pistol 
and shot against the first as water 
from the medicine dropper flows 
between.

Frozen, Then Restored. 
Since 1937 Dr. Luyet has taken 


brought them back to normal to 
grow whole plants which showed 
no changes from a group of non- 
vitrified controls. He has glassified 
whole plants and restored them to 
normal. The spermatozoa of frogs 
have been put into the glassy state 
and when warmed back to normal 
have been as active as before. 


In one of his most remarkable 
experiments the St. Louis scientist 
converted pliable fibers of Muscle 
into stiff glassy rods. When brought 
back they responded to electrical 
stimulation by jerking in the same 
way the normal muscles react. 

He super- cooled shrimp eggs and 
incubated them into normal ani- 
mals. Protozoa, bacteria, viruses, 
molds, fungi, mosses and some of 
the lower insects recovered from

HE news is printed that George 

W. Norris, the good gray Sena- 

tor from Nebraska, is deter- 
mined to retire at the end of his 
present term, in 1943. Prior to the 
campaigns both of 1930 and 1936, 
he said that he wanted to step 
aside, but on each occasion events 
conspired with a nationwide pres- 
sure from his friends to put him 
into the race. This time, it looks 
as if his decision will be final. He 
is 78 years old. He has been in 
Congress for 37 years—the last 27 
of them in the Senate. “My friends 
understand,” he says, “and they 
won't ask me to run again.” 

The passing of George Norris 
from public life will leave a lone- 
some place against the sky. 

He says his work is done. But 
three years of service lie ahead of 
him, and who can say that some 
cause close to his heart—some bat- 
tle to be fought for the underdog 
—will not bring him again into the 
firing line? So long as there is 
breath within him, he will fight 
for the truth as he sees it. 

There has rarely been such an un- 
flagging warrior in the Senate, 
rarely one so able. Never has there 
been there a man more transpar- 
ently sincere. It has been said of 
him that at times, in his zeal for 
the welfare of the common man, he 
has let his heart outrun his head;

Fierce Battle on Lake. 


Last night’s Finnish Army com-

So there are good political reasons for preferring 
to continue to use the reciprocal trade pacts to stim- 
‘ulate our foreign commerce rather than try methods 
which turn back the clock. Some day this war will 
be over, and, as President Roosevelt says, the recipro- 
cal trade pacts may then serve as a basis for eco- 
nomic reconstruction. 

The long-range interests of farmers and manufac 
turers and industrial labor all lie, we think, in sup- 
porting this fair and moderate means of stimulating 
the exchange of goods between our own nation and 
others. Certainly the interest of the consumer lies in 
that direction, as any goods imported into this coun- 
try are brought in for the very reason that they are 
produced more cheaply abroad and can be sold more 
cheaply here. ; 

All the dollars foreign nations get by selling us 
goods will immediately be spent in this country, thus 
affording new orders for our industries. That the 
export trade of this country is limited only by the 
ability of foreigners to acquire dollar exchange is 
clearly demonstrated by the movement of foreign gold 
‘reserves into America. 

In the first eight months of this year, the Gov- 
ernment received from abroad more than two and a 
half billion dollars in gold. For this gold, we paid 
one and three-quarters prices, compared with the 
value of gold prior to 1934. Much of this gold was 
sent to us unwillingly, because our high tariffs kept 
the senders from selling us the goods which would 
have given them the dollar exchange with which 
to buy what they needed here. 

Do we prefer to modify our tariffs by the recipro- 
cal trade pacts so that we can get reasonably priced 
goods from abroad or do we wish to continue to 
subsidize our exporters by paying nearly a double 
price for foreign gold? This is the question which 
our farmers, industrialists and Congressmen must 
candidly answer before condemning the trade pacts.

END OF SHIP-LINE SUBTERFUGE. 

The United States Lines, seeking to solve the prob- 
lems imposed upon it by the revised Neutrality Act, at 
last has produced a solution which, on its face, is an 
acceptable one. Its two previous proposals were sub- 
terfuges, clearly against public policy, and offered 
danger of entanglement in the European war. The 
plan for transfer of eight ships to the flag of Pan- 
ama aroused a storm of protest, and the company’s 
alternative suggestion of British, Belgian or Irish 
registry was no more acceptable. The new plan has 
none of the objections raised against the earlier 
schemes, since it calls for outright sale of the eight 
vessels to a Norwegian shipping firm. 

If the Maritime Commission establishes that this 
is to be a complete and bona fide sale, with no un- 
derstanding for re-purchase at the end of the war or 
at any other period, then the full requirements of the 
Neutrality Act will have been carried out in the deal. 
When title to the ships passes, their fate no longer 
is a matter of concern to our Government. While 
the United States Lines doubtless feels aggrieved 
over losing a chance at profitable war business, Con- 
gress was wise in deciding that no one’s hope of mak- 
ing money should jeopardize the country’s effort to 
keep out of the conflict.

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WHY THE SCHOOL RELIEF FUND GUARANTEE? 

It must be reassuring for its contributors to know 
that the Pupils’ Relief Fund is guaranteed against 
loss from defaulted bonds. The guarantee fund, $15,- 
000 in bank stock, has been posted by Richard Mur- 
phy, bond salesman and member of the Board of 
Education, who has sold many securities to the 
charity fund and other school investments, 

A few questions may occur, however, to some 
of these contributors, all employes of the School 
Board. Why, they may be asking themselves, is it 
necessary for this fund to be guaranteed? Is the 
announcement of the guarantee intended to check- 
mate persons who hint that all may not be well 
with the fund? Are other public funds guaranteed 
by deposits put up by bond salesmen? Or are they 
safeguarded through regular audits by outside ac- 
countants? 

Mr. Murphy’s concern for the fund’s well-being is, 
indeed something to marvel at. Why does he keep 
his $15,000 tied up when a board vote to approve 
an outside audit would remove to everyone's satis- 
faction the need for such an elaborate precaution? 

Anyhow, the fund is guaranteed only against loss

He says nothing 
about Mr. Roosevelt being “indispensable,” or “the 
only logical nominee,” as some of his colleagues have 
done. Yet he contrives to leave the door open wide 
enough for a full-fledged boom to squeeze through. 
For, says Mr. Murphy, he doubts the President will 
run again “unless forced to do so by some national 
emergency.” It would be a pretty incompetent cam- 
paign manager who failed to produce a first-class, 
rip-snorting national emergency should a call for one 
come along.

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ANSWER TO THE “PHONY WAR” COMPLAINT. 

Premier Daladier has given an answer to those 
bloodthirsty armchair strategists who complain im- 
patiently that this is a “phony war.“ France's death 
roll for the first three months of the war was 1433 
men, the Premier says; in the corresponding period 
in 1914, 450,000 French soldiers had been killed, 

Because this is a “phony war,” that is, one devoid 
of spectacular land combat on the massive scale of 25 
years ago, some 448,500 of France’s young men are 
alive today, instead of rotting somewhere in No 
Man’s Land, It is probably a conservative figure. 
Had the French military leadership decided to hurl 
human beings against the steel and concrete wall 
known as the Siegfried line, the slaughter would 
have been even more frightful. Some authorities esti- 
mate that it would take a million men to breach that 
wall. But, of course, no stay-at-home military ex- 
pert would have dared call the war a “phony” one 
had such an attempt been made. 

Said a French General, speaking for the high com- 
mand, the other day: “We are conducting this war 
not with economy but with avarice, as far as lives are 
concerned.” That is why Daladier can report a star- 
tlingly low mortality list, why there are far fewer 
widows and orphans in France this holiday season 
than if the military chiefs had indulged in the wan- 
ton sacrifice seen in the previous war. The armchair 
strategists will not be satisfied with only 1433 dead 
men, but perhaps their humanitarianism will revive 
on considering calmly what a cruel carnage is avert- 
ed by this new species of war. 
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Now that Hitler has played Santa among the boys 
along the Siegfried line, Stalin is practically obliged 
to journey up to the Petsamo front and encourage 
his sprinters with a few bowls of New Year’s punch. 
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PLACING THE UNEMPLOYMENT COMMISSION. 

The Missouri State Unemployment Compensation 
Commission is canvassing the State for a city in 
which to establish its permanent headquarters. It is 
considering invitations from St. Louis, Springfield, 
Sedalia, St. Joseph, Columbia, Moberly and Marshall.

We may be quite certain that if after sev- 
eral years of fighting a treaty of Potsdam 
did to France and Great Britain what the 
treaty of Versailles did to Germany, and if 
colonial possessions changed hands, we'd 
have to seize the British and French Ameri- 
can islands before they were occupied by the 
Germans and would probably go to war in 
doing so. We assume that there will not be 
any such treaty of Potsdam. There may be 
another treaty of Versalles, but we are tak- 
ing the chances. 

Our claim to these islands has several 


justifications. It is the historic policy of the 


United States to liquidate the foreign pos- 
sessions in our sphere. That process has 
been going on for years as something im- 
plied in the Monroe Doctrine. By war and 
by purchase we have eliminated the foreign 
landlord, the foreign navy and the foreign 
army. But we have not cleaned up and 
until we do, the uncertainties will not be re- 
moved. If we were right in what we have 
already done, we shall be right in what is

The United States is justified in its own 
self-defense to acquire peaceably anything 
needed for that purpose. These islands and 
military bases have, moreover, been paid for. 
The French and the British already have 
the money for them. The debts owed by the 
two countries will never be paid in any other 
fashion, There was default before Great 
Britain and France burdened themselves 
with the cost of another great war. Who 
could imagine that the obligations of the 
United States would be met after that? 

The American Government needn’t bother 
itself about damages the possessors of these 
bases do to Germany within the 800-mile 
zone. It should be concerned about. damage 
which might be done to the United States 
by whatever power has control of bases from 
which the American coast, the Caribbean 
and the Panama Canal could be attacked.

and smashing Russian attacks 
against the Finnish fortified posi- 
tions in the south. As report after 
report, wired into the cities behind 
the embattled Finnish line, told 
how Mannerheim’s soldiers were 
hurling back the enemy, prayers 
of thanksgiving arose from thou- 
sands of Finnish lips—and veterans 
of that other war, which Manner- 
heim turned into sweeping victory, 
muttered with tears streaming 
down their cheeks: “All is well. 
Finland will live. Mannerheim is 
in command again.” 

At his headquarters, while battle 
still raged, he asked an American 
correspondent to express his grati- 
tude to the people of the United 
States for their sympathy and for 
their aid to the Finnish cause. As 
he spoke (in good English) long 
lines of Russian prisoners were 
shepherded past him and his own 
soldiers looked up to him, with ven- 
eration in their eyes. 


A Real Soldier. 


Baron Mannerheim is a real sol- 
dier. He is 6 feet 2 inches tall. 
His bright glance darts out of nar- 
row slits under a rugged brow. 
His expression is shrewd and calm. 
He is straight-lipped, erect in car- 
riage, hard-boiled. At the front 
ne wears rough-and-ready uniform. 
But, on gala occasions in times 
of peace, he appears in replendent 
garb, surmounted by handsome 
Field Marshal’s head gear—made 
of white fur—while in his hand, he 
proudly holds a marshal’s trun- 
cheon. All the pomp of Napoleonic 
days come to life again! Finland 
is now praying that he may soon 
lead another procession, in cele- 
bration of new victories; decked in 
all that peacetime magnificence. 

Since early youth, Baron Man- 
nerheim has been a military man. 
This war is his fourth. His first 
was the Russian Japanese war of 
35 years ago, in which he took part 
as a Lieutenant-Colonel in the 
armies of Imperial Russia. His next 
taste of active service was in the 
years of the World War, when— 
still an officer of the Czar—he com- 
manded a cavalry regiment and 
rose to the rank of Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral. 

In 1917, Mannerheim returned to 
his native Fniland resolved to help 
it achieve independence. Having 
formed a crops of White Guards, 
he soon became involved in a bit- 
ter fight against Finnish Reds. En- 
listing the aid of German troops, 
under Count von der Goltz, Man- 
nerheim won a couple of spectac- 
ular victories and entered Helsin- 
ki, the Finnish capital, in triumph. 

That was in 1918. Soon afterward 
Finland was declared an independ- 
ent republic. Mannerheim, Still 
high in the new regime, urged the 
Allies to help him in attacking the

Dies Wants Another Year. 


The committee will expire Jan. 3, 

but Dies already has introduced 
legislation which would extend it 
for at least one more year. He said 
that if he obtained the “proper co- 
operation” from Government agen- 
cies, the committee might require 
as little as $50,000. Otherwise, he 
said about $200,000 would be neces- 
gary. 
Well-informed persons at the cap- 
ol said that the committee might 
encounter serious difficulty when 
Dies’ request is debated, probably 
early in February, for these two 
reasons: 

1. A gentleman’s agreement was 
reported to have been reached last 
year under which influential House 
members supported Dies’ request 
for a continuance in exchange for 
his promise that he would not ask 
for another extension. 

2. Disagreement developed among 
the committeemen themselves over 
procedure, especially at hearings.

Two Recipes 
For Southern 


Style Eggnog

T this season of the year I am 

sure to be asked if I have a 

recipe for a good old Southern 
eggnog. Yes, I have—at least 25 
recipes of undisputed Southern 
source for this festive beverage, 
and no two are alike! 

Of course, they all call for eggs, 
cream and spirits of some sort, but 
the proportions and the methods 
for combining ingredients are all 
individual. I have tried a number 
of them and each is delicious in its 
own way. Some are so thick that 
they must be eaten with a spoon 
and in this case the proportion of 
eggs to créam is large. More prac- 
tical, however, for service is the 
eggnog which is thin enough to 
drink and yet which has body. 

For flavor you may use brandy 
or whisky or rum, alone or in com- 
bination, and the amounts of each 
is a matter for your own taste. If 
you are having a party, I advise 
you not to be too generous with 
the liquor, as glasses are likely to 
be refilled a number of times. Don’t 
be stingy, however, as the last syl- 
lable of eggnog should be distinctly 


pronounced, especially on New 
Years’ eve or New Year’s day. 


EGGNOG. 


Six eggs, sugar to taste, one cup 
or more brandy, one pint milk, one 
pint cream, nutmeg. 

Beat eggs thoroughly. Beat in 
sugar and stir in brandy. Fold in 
milk and half the cream. Whip 
the remaining cream and fold into 
the egg mixture. Pour into punch 
bowl and sprinkle with nutmeg. 
Half the egg whites may be beaten 
stiff and folded in with the 
whipped cream. 


CHARLESTON EGGNOG. 


Ten egg yolks, three-fourths cup 
granuated sugar, one pint whisky, 
rye or bourbon, one quart heavy 
cream, 10 egg whites. 

Beat egg yolks, stir in sugar and 
beat well. Add whisky slowly, stir- 
ring constantly, then the cream 
(not whipped) and then fold in the 
stiffly beaten egg whites,

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NewDrug Used 
In Treatment 


Of Pneumonia

S in former years, the greatest 
amount of research and the 
greatest amount of progress in 
the whole field of medicine in 1939 
has been in infectious diseases, and 
the most hopeful work has been 
done this year in the treatment of 
pneumonia. This is due to the ap- 
plication of the drug, sulfapyridine. 
Sulfapyridine is a dye. For many 
years it has been known that dyes 
of various kinds are selective in 
their action in that they will kill 
germs in the blood stream without 
injuring the blood or the tissues. 
This is the basis of the “magic bul- 
let” of Ehrlich—salvarsan, which 
has an affinity for the spirochaeta 
of syphilis but does not harm the 
tissues of the body and, therefore, 
by its administration we are able to 
get rid of the germ and leave the 
body intact. It is a kind of chem- 
ical surgery. Dyes which have been 
used along the same lines include 
mercurochrome and gentian vio- 
let. None of them, however, has 
the advantages of sulfapyridine. 
In the firgt place, sulfapyridine 
can be given by mouth, whereas 


mercurochrome has to be given by 


vein. It kills an enormous range of 
germs. It has been used success- 
fully in pneumonia, meningitis, 
scarlet fever, mumps, kidney infec- 


‘tion, bacterial endocarditis, iritis, 


congenital blindness, and, indeed, 
is being applied to practically any 
general infection. 

* * * 

I HAVE NOT seen any report of 
its application to localized infec- 
tions such as carbuncles or boils, 
or osteomyelitis, but I suggest this 
as a possible development. 

With the use of sulfapyridine, 
the fall of temperature to normal 
within 24 to 36 hours occurs in a 
large proportion of pneumonia 
cases. A fall in temperature is ac- 
companied by improvement in the 
patient’s general condition, and 
after that the consolidation in the 
lung clears up gradually. 

It has some . disagreeable  by- 
effects because it produces nausea 
and vomiting in about two-thirds 
of the cases, and occasionally a skin 
eruption, but these are not serious. 
All powerful drugs have some dis- 
agreeable by-effects. 

The Nobel prize goes to Prof. 
Gerhard Dogmark for his inven- 
tion and discovery of sulfapyridine. 
He was born in Lagow, Germany, 
in 1895. He was professor of pa- 
thology at the University of Greifs- 
wald, after which he associated 
himself with the Institute of Ex- 
perimental Pathology of the I. G.

Each soul has its own battle to fight 
to gain its freedom, and there will 
be no sameness in them. What is 
the same is the fact of the battle to 
be won and the power of the war- 
rior. Both are assured. The old 
proverb says it neatly: “God pre- 
pares the back for the burden.” 

It is best to teach every child 
that his life is in his hands and 
his strength is within himself. 
Teach him that he must do the 
thing he fears to do or it will con- 
quer him. And this he must do 
day by day, for even one day’s prog- 
ress lost is a great loss. 

Mean what you say. Believe it. 
Act on it. That means when young 
son whines and gays, “You come 
with me; I don’t want to ask him,” 
that you say, “This is your job. 
I’ve gone as far as I can with you. 
You must do now for yourself,” 
and give him a gentle push and a 
hearty, “Good luck to you.” 

It means, too, that when you 
have to share with a child what you 
both need that you actually share 
and do not give him your share to 
spare him a feeling of want, It is 
harder to do that than it is to 
make the generous gesture and let 
him have it all without a word 
about the need or the lack. But 
his spiritual understanding needs 
to be built on experiences like this, 
and by keeping them from him you 
cheat him: If you teach him to 
take without regard to what he 
gives you can do him no greater 
disservice. 

It means, too, that when you see 
him striving and struggling to 
achieve some purpose of his own 
that you do not insist upon helping 
him. You do not give him money 
that he has set out to earn; you do 
not do work he started to accom- 
plish; you do not relieve him of a 
duty because it has grown irksome 


T every. is a way to freedom for 


to him. You let him find hig way. 


This is easier to say than for par- 


ents to do. It is hard to listen to 
a complaining child, harder still to 
see one grieving, without going to 
‘his aid. It is heart-wracking to see 
a child longing for something -when 
you, by making a sacrifice, 
could get it for him, but the greater 
good for the child is in your with- 
holding, just as the greater sacri- 
fice of yourself lies there. Give 
him comfort, encouragement; help 
ease his way, but don’t take over 
his task of developing his own soul. 

Some children are gravely handi- 
capped, but even those are to be en- 
couraged to keep trying to help 
themselves. Never is a child to be 
encouraged to a feeling of martyr- 
dom, of persecution and hard luck, 
Point out that every child born into 
this world brings his power with 
him. His strength lies within him. 
Help him to discover it, but don’t 
rob him of it by taking over his 
burden. You cannot do that, no 
matter how you try, and you only 
weaken him by attempting it. There 
always is a way out, for the person 
who seeks it, but his search must 
be his own.

For instance, Jed Prouty, father

Some stars preferred color, many 
others did not. The vote in favor 
of tinted pictures—43 to 29—was 
much closer than you'd expect, be- 
cause Hollywood is a place where 
they love to gild the lily, But, sur- 
prisingly, 11 stars who have recent- 
ly appeared in colored pictures 
either expressed themselves as fa- 
voring black and white or only 
sparing use of color. 

Now, then, who is 1939’s cham- 
pion critic am ng the Hollywood 
stars? The judges decided to settle 
that little matter by checking back
